With the removal to Mount Gretna I 
of all the State’s equipment at 
G e t-' 
tysburg, shipment of which was made 
to-day, the chances for 
further 
Na- ( 
tional Guard 
encampments 
on local 
ground would seem to be very remote, j 
Seven carloads of lumber and other 
material were sent by freight this a f­ 
ternoon by 
Lieutenant Colonel L. V. 
Rausch who has been here 
the 
past 
week with six men from the Commis­ 
sary 
Department, preparing it for 
shipment. 
Assisting this detail were 
six Gettysburg laborers 
who 
helped 
in the large task. 
The old arsenal along 
the 
Round 
Top branch, used for years as a stor- 
aee place in winter and a commissary 
during encampments, has been razed 
and is included in the shipment to the 
state’s own land near lebanon. There 
it will be re-erected for further use in 
a like capacity, A large arsenal is to 
be constructed at Mount Gretna where 
ail of the 
material, shipped 
to-day, 
will be put in storage. 
The lumber sent from 
Gettysburg 
includes all the lent 
floors 
used 
in 
other years in officers’ quarters, 
the 
wood used for the 
various 
kitchens 
arid 
other 
buildings, other 
lumber 
which was found necessary 
in 
pre­ 
paring the ground for 
the 
semi-an­ 
nual encampments 
here, 
and 
much 
other equipment. 
Fifty 
barrels 
of 
crude oil, used as a 
disease 
preven­ 
tive, made up pait of 
the 
consign­ 
ment. 
Colonel Ruusch in 
discussing 
the 
removal of all this material from Get­ 
tysburg., to Mount Gretna 
was reti­ 
cent about 
expressing 
any 
opinion 
relative to its significance and, when 
asked about what effect it would have 
on 
further encampments here, 
re­ 
sponded briefly, “I can’t tell". 
It is understood that the order for 
the work was given by Adjutant Gen­ 
eral Thomas J. Stewart 
but nothing 
has appeared regarding General Stew­ 
a rt’s intentions 
concerning 
the 
en­ 
campment next year cr in years 
fol­ 
low. ig. 
After the last division camp here it 
was freely stated that it would be the 
last that Gettysburg would ever 
see. 
.Similar rumors had 
followed 
other 
previous camps here, 
however, 
and 
little attention was paid to them. 
At 
one or more of 
the 
brigade 
camps 
last summer, the men expressed a de­ 
sire to come to Gettysburg 
in 
1915 
and it may be that 
the 
present ac­ 
tivity does not mean the loss of Get­ 
tysburg's big military event, though 
it would scarcely seem to be a likely 
policy for the National Guard to 
re­ 
move all the material sent to-day 
if 
there is a 
probability 
thai 
it 
will 
have to be shipped bark again in the 
summer.

The name “United States o* Europe" 
to continually being mentioned in dis­ 
cussions of what Is going to happen 
after the present war is over and 
peace is here.

have declared themselves as believing 
that peace will be maintained hereaft­ 
er by the United States of Europe—a 
federation of the powers for the com­ 
mon welfare and lasting peace of the 
continent 
If the United States of Europe be­ 
comes nu accomplished fact it will 
mean the realization of the dream of 
the late William T. Stead and the 
fulfillment of the airns of the European 
Unity league, which was founded by 
Sir Max W aechter and was bard at 
work Just liefore the war in further­ 
ing its purposes. 
Mr. Stead, in nsiug the term the 
United States of Europe, declared that 
the phrase was naturally suggested by 
the United States of America. 
“The 
latter,” he used to say. “enables the 
former to lie at least thinkable.” 
Na­ 
poleon III., Mr. Stead pointed out, 
used to dream of constituting some 
kind of a federation of Europe. 


Called a Conference on Subject. 
Sir Max W aechter. a German by 
birth, though a naturalized English­ 
man ainee I St >Ti, worked with Mr. Stead 
toward the promised federation of Eu­ 
rope, the formation of the Euro|H»an 
Unity league being the outgrowth of 
the work. 
In 11*00 a congress urns call­ 
ed. on Sir Max's initiative, in Home, 
where delegates from various nations 
discussed the feasibility of a federa­ 
tion. 
It was not ii conference of gov- 
ernments, but of eminent ram from 
alt {firth of Euroi*. 
A few years ago Sir Max made a 
to^ij of Europe and laid the plan be­ 
fore sovereigns and governments. 
He 
studied the difference between the na­ 
tions aud was led to tin* in clu sio n 
that it was not an impossibility to 
bring about a Enrol*-*i i federation 
I .ast year Sir Max estimated that the 
armed lienee was costing Europe $.*»,- 
000,000.000 yearly, declaring that all 
progress was retarded by this expendi­ 
ture. 
In discussing the question of 
armaments he made a prophetic fore­ 
cast, saying that Eurof*e might soon 
find relief from militarism in a mighty 
war. 
Once the g eat masse* cif the |>opu- 
iatioqs of .bo great powers became 
convinced th ai a fedeiatkm of Europe 
would mean perm anent i*eace, and 
•Mice they could !>o educated up to ap­ 
preciate the blessings of such j»eace. 
Kir Max thought tim* the Cubed States 
of Euroi»e might become au accom­ 
plished fact. 


A dvantages of a United Europe, 
After bis investigation* all over Eu­ 
rope be came to the conclusion that 
oue of the great steps to bind Europe 
together is to break down the tariff 
walls lief ween the nations, and while 
admitting that this would be difficult 
to achieve, he believed it would not 
be insujienibly difficult Of the advan­ 
tages of a united Europe, Sir Max said: 
“ When the unity of Europe is firmly 
established 
great 
European 
wars 
would become impossible. 
The exces­ 
sive armaments would become unnec­ 
essary and would gradually disap|*ear. 
{Security would become greeter. 
Mon­ 
ey woukl become more plentiful. Pros 
jierity would increase by leaps and 
itound*. 
Salaries and wages would 
rise. 
“For not only could hundreds of mil­ 
lions of [lounds which ore now spent 
on armaments be saved and be applied 
to industrial and other productive pur 
|>oses, but the productive jiower of mil 
lions of ablebodied men. who now 
sjieml their time in 
military 
drill, 
would be added us nu imiiortuut factor 
In producing the things required hu­ 
mankind.”

Tapestries caus-* 
ed stone wails to bloom and brought 
prosperity 
to the cities. 
Pictured 
hangings of linen, wool or silk, writes, 
Mr. W. E. Griffs In “B elgium -T he, 
Land of A rt” opened commentaries 
on the Scripture* and the classics, be- J 
came books for the illiterate, told fairy 
tales to the children, served as manu­ 
als of devotion to the pious, increased 
personal comfort and brought the tex­ 
tile art to its highest point of perfec­ 
tion. 
This "wall clothing” passed through 
many styles and fashions and many 
revolutions in methods and values. 
Beginning in the castle or monastery, 
the craft passed into the shops and 
factories and formed the basis of the 
wealth of the cities and kingdoms. 
The manufacture of tapestries came 
from the east, where it had long been 
practiced by the Moors and Saracens. 
The first imitation by the Belgian—or 
Flem ish—craftsmen was rude enough, j 
Gradually, however, through skill and; 
care, the imitators became originators.1 
The best artists co-operated with the 
weavers to produce pictorial results 
undreamed of in the orien t 
Painters j 
of the very highest rank, even Raphael j 
and Michelangelo, were glad to draw, 
cartoons for those who could trans-; 
form the black and w hite designs into 
glorious colors in wool or silk. 
In time their fame became world­ 
wide and their value so great that 
they were worth, literally, more than 
“a king's ransom.” In 1390 the Sultan 
Bajazet I. took as prisoner a son of 
Philip the Hardy, king of France. The 
Turk stipulated as a fair exchange 
“high w arp tapestry, worked In Arras. 
lo Picardy,” but they ahouid represent 
“good old stories."

Really Seen but Once a Year In 
the Polar Regions. 


A SWING ROUND THE HORIZON. 


Per On* Whole Day, About Juno 21 at 
tho North Pol* and About Doc. 22 at 
th* South Pol*, O ld .Sol Keeps His 
•lasing Face In Full View. 


-Th* midnight Run'* Is one of those 
seemingly mysterious natural phenom­ 
ena which exercise n perpetual charm 
over the popular Imagination. 
The 
northern part of Scandinavia has ac­ 
quired for Itself the distinctive name 
of the “Land of the Midnight Sun." 
but the title should Ire ex tended to in­ 
clude a complete circuit of the earth 
along the arctic circle. Then. too, the 
southern hemisphere has a precisely , 
similar 
phenomenon, 
which 
occur* i 
along the antarctic circle. Including a 
portion of Wilkes I .and 
Properly speaking, a midnight son 
la seen but once a year In either hemi­ 
sphere. 
Confining our attention to the north­ 
ern hemisphere, the midnight suu Is 
visible near tire arctic circle on the 
date of the summer solstice, which oc­ 
cur* shout June 21 at the time when 
the sun in its apparent annual circuit 
of the sky reaches its greatest north 
em declination, which means its great­ 
est distance north of the equator. This 
distance iii angular measure is about 
23*4 degree*, which is precisely equal 
to the inclination of the earth’s axis 
Of rotation from a perpendicular to the 
plane of its orbit around the sun. 
The arctic circle is situated this same 
angular distance (23% degrees! from 
the north pole. 
When the sun is di­ 
rectly over the equator, about March 
t i. Its lighi reaches simultaneously 
both pole* of the earth. 
As the suu 
begins to move northward Hie light 
quits the south pole. which then en­ 
ters Its period of six mouths' night. 
Hut at the *nme time tile sun rises 
higher at the north pole. which In its 
turn enters upon Its period of six 
months' day. 
in the meantime, along the arctic 
circle, the days grow longer and the 
nights shorter, us tit* suu comes con 
timiHlly north wa nl. until, at the sol 
•tbs*, when the sun Is 23% degrees 
»«orth of the equator, there wUI lie one 
period of twenty four hours during 
which the sun d«»c* not act ut ail Iii 
the arctic circle. 
At the hour of midnight on that day 
the sun. describing a circle thr*nigh 
the sky, just touche* Ute edge of the 
horizon In the north, like the bob of a 
gigantic pendulum, aiel I lam. without 
disappearing, Immediately begins lo 
rise lignin to describe the other tm lf 
of its sweep lit the sky.

The increased crop yields 
from the use of nitrate of soda 
make an increased drain upon 
the available phosphorus and po­ 
tassium of tile soil.

Soil fertilized by 
tliese stoner s*H.‘nrrtl from tin* ctg ir and 
tobacco factories aud Nteimueries xviii 
produce leaf tobacco of better burning 
qualities and texture. 
Tobacco stem s as fertilizer should 
lie applied In sm aller q u an titie s titan 
manure, because they contain larger 
quantities of the constituents which 
feed the plant, according to Hie depart 
meat's tot rn ecu succinic t*. 
T w o tons 
per acre of “scifi stems" (stems from 
cigar factories! or two und one-half 
tuns of “Kentucky stems'* (stein* from 
the tolNtceo factories and sfeinineriest 
are known p* give g ms! (vs lifts In New 
England, and so far as available these 
stetuh \fiU undoubtedly furnisb'a 'very 
satisfactory source of potash, as well 
a* other plant foods, In other tobacco 
sections. 
Considers hic quantities of tobacco 
stems have long been e x p o r ts to tier 
many and other parts of Enrol ie, when* 
they are often used in tin* manufacture 
of low’ grade smoking tobacco am) as a 
source of nicotine. 
Tolmcco stalks which are not remov­ 
ed from the farm under prevailing 
method* are not always lined to Hie 
lieut advantage as a fertilizer.

oughly, add two level teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder, beat again and fold in 
the avell beaten whites of eggs.
